SENSE OF THE SENATE REGARDING THE ENVIRONMENTAL16

SELF-EVALUATION PRIVILEGE17

(a) FINDINGS.—The Senate finds that—18

(1) The intended effect of environmental protec-19

tion statutes passed over the past three decades is to20

improve and protect the natural and human environ-21

ment.22

(2) The President’s National Performance Re-23

view concluded that the environmental laws and regu-24
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lations implemented over the past decade have led to1

significant improvements in environmental quality.2

(3) The National Performance Review further3

concludes that many of these laws, however, place a4

very real cost burden on local governments. Localities5

now struggle to comply with new requirements of the6
